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As I write this, there are many 
things rolling through my head 
- the foci are thanksgiving and 
community! Most of you know 
I am not a historian, but - I 
enjoy history. My training is in 
engineering, management, 
and, most recently, ministry. I 
am continually amazed at the 
stamina and courage of my 
forefathers. Please don't take 
this to mean just those that 
arrived on our shores in the 
17 th century. By forefathers, I 
am speaking of all those born 
prior to 1930! 

One of those people is obvi- 
ously Paul, also known as Saul. 
I am fairly certain that most of 
you reading this know of Paul's 
trials and tribulations. Yet, 
what does he encourage us to 
do? In 1 Thessalonians 5, Paul 
writes: " 16 Be joyful always; 
17 pray continually; 18 give 
thanks in all circumstances, for 
this is God's will for you in 
Christ Jesus!" What in the 
world? How could he do that? 
How could he even think of be- 
ing joyful, praying continually, 
and giving thanks always? Paul 
wrote the first letter to the 
Thessalonians to encourage the 
new converts in their trials. 

Another set of forefathers are 
the Europeans that first settled 
on the eastern shores of what 



became the United States. 
Their lives were not all that 
wonderful. They certainly had 
reason to gripe and complain 
because only half of them sur- 
vived the first winter on this 
continent! Yet, on the fourth 
Thursday of November, we cele- 
brate Thanksgiving! Giving 
thanks in all circumstances and 
being joyful, as Paul encourages 
us? 

Our nation celebrated its first 
"national day of thanksgiving" in 
1863 by decree of President 
Abraham Lincoln. Recall that 
1863 was the year of the first 
Union victory during the Civil 
War (Gettysburg). I suspect it 
was easier to celebrate in 1863 
versus either 1861 or 1862 
since victory and the continu- 
ance of the union was a little 
more assured. Our celebration 
of the fourth Thursday as 
Thanksgiving was set by Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1939 and approved by Congress 
in 1941. Recall that as a nation 
we were "pulling out of the de- 
pression" in 1939 and had not 
yet experienced Pearl Harbor 
when it was approved in 1941! 
Isn't it curious how the thanks- 
giving revolves around how we 
feel versus our being? 
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Pastoral Perspective 

So, where are we now? Following Paul's admonition - being joyful, praying continually, and giving 
thanks always? Not me! Have you seen what has happened lately regarding [you fill in the blank]. I 
have every reason to be grumpy! I have every reason to quit relying on prayer! I have every reason to 
not be thankful! Notice the personal pronoun? My major wasn't English either - but - it really seems 
odd that "I" is so prominent! 

We now come to the second focus of my thoughts: community! As you recall the previous Thanksgivings 
in your life, can you remember one that was truly thankful without community? As a youngster, there 
were always either many people at our house or we would visit family. In the military, you never knew 
where you might be on Thanksgiving. My most precious Thanksgiving memories while in the military are 
sharing a meal with those that were in the "family" of God. Now it just seem "right" to be with friends 
and family on Thanksgiving. It is always joyous. .always filled with prayer. .always being thankful that we 
can celebrate the holiday. 

So, where am I going with this community? It is so easy to get introspective when we are alone. To 
think of only oneself and how rough it seems to be. How precious it is to know that even when we are 
"apparently" alone that God-Holy Spirit is with us. And as we will celebrate on the first weekend of No- 
vember - All Saint's Sunday. ..we are surrounded by a great cloud of witnesses. .some who struggled like 
we will never struggle. 

As you read this please be reminded that God surrounds us. God loves us so much that God, in Jesus, 
died that we might be joyful, might pray continually, and might be thankful in all things - every day. ..not 
just on the fourth Thursday of November. 

May God be with you each day and forever!

Consecration Weekend is Coming— November 15 & 16 



Our congregation's Stewardship Committee has selected the New Consecration Sunday Stewardship Pro- 
gram as a way to teach the biblical and spiritual principles of generous giving in our stewardship educa- 
tion emphasis this year. 

New Consecration Sunday is based on the biblical philosophy of the need of the giver to give for his or her 
own spiritual development, rather than on the need of the church to receive. Instead of treating people 
like members of a social club who should pay dues, we will treat people like followers of J esus Christ who 
want to give unselfishly as an act of discipleship. New Consecration Sunday encourages people toward 
proportionate and systematic giving in response to the question, "What percentage of my income is God 
calling me to give?" 

Congregations that approach financial stewardship from a biblical perspective do not view the money 
Christians give to their church merely as a way to pay its bills. Rather, such congregations see financial 
contributions as a way to help people grow spiritually in their relationship with God by supporting their 
church's mission and ministry with a percentage of their incomes. 

During morning worship on Consecration Sunday, we are asking our attendees and members to make their 
financial commitments to our church's ministries in this community and around the world. 

Every attendee and member who completes an Estimate of Giving Card does so voluntarily as a part of 
our morning worship on Consecration Sunday. We will do no home solicitation to ask people to complete 
cards. During morning worship our guest leader will conduct a brief period of instruction and inspiration, 
climaxed by members making their commitments as a confidential act of worship. 

We will encourage participation in Consecration Sunday events through the Consecration Sunday team 
and Church Council members. Since we will make no follow-up visits to ask people to complete their 
cards, we will make every effort to inform, inspire, and commit everyone to attend Consecration Sunday 
worship.

On Sunday, November 2 nd , We Celebrate All Saints Sunday. 
Historical Tidbits on musical selections at FCLC 
The story behind the composer of "For All the Saints" 

Our opening hymn will be the well-known and loved hymn "For All the Saints". The author, William Walsham How, 
was born into a wealthy British home just before Christmas in 1823. Although born into wealth, he wanted to spend 
his life serving in humbler places. Like his father, he attended Oxford to study law; but after graduation he entered 
the Anglican ministry. In 1851 he became a country pastor in a rural setting near the Welsh border. He stayed there 
for 28 years, during which time he wrote most of his nearly 60 hymns. William was a passionate soul-winner and an 
evangelical hymnist. 

He once said, "A good hymn should be like a good prayer - simple, real, earnest and reverent." One of William's 
greatest hymns is "For All the Saints", originally titled "Saints Day Hymn— Cloud of Witnesses— Hebrews 12:1." It was 
written for All Saints Day (November 1) and is often used as a processional in church services on that day due to the 
majestic tune. It was first published in 1864.
